Shaughnessy Pushes 
For Programs From 
Revenue Allocations

Town Councilor Jock Shaughnessy has vowed to 
again push plans for a summer youth employment pro¬ 
gram and high school athletic transportation at a 
public hearing on Federal Revenue Sharing funds 
slated for Wednesday, April 6th. 

Shaughnessy first proposed his plans earlier this 
month during a public hearing called by Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba which sought citizen input 
on the use of the $584,000 to be received from the 
federal government. 

Although Shaughnessy received support from several 
parents and officials of local athletic booster clubs, 
Caba today said his proposed use of funds "are of 
higher priority for the town.'-' 

Caba did credit Shaughnessy's plans as being 
"noble" and suggested a youth jobs programs and 
athletic transportation might be funded from other 
sources. 

Shaughnessy, however, says the revenue sharing 
funds "would be an ideal source to get this funding." 

He noted that the two programs would cost approx¬ 
imately $50,000, adding, "The balance of the funds 
would be used as Mr. Caba has proposed." (Caba has in¬ 
cluded several appropriations to capital improvements, 
etc.). 

Shaughnessy questioned whether regular budget 
items, such as use for the DPW projects, were the intent 
of revenue sharing funds." 

Shaughnessy says revenue sharing was adopted as 
anti-recession aid to cities and towns and that the 
revenue sharing bill included language which en¬ 
courages funds to be expended on financially burdened 
segments of municipalities. 

"A summer jobs program in our schools and parks 
would help keep a lot of kids from spending an idle sum¬ 
mer in a very tight job market," Shaughnessy today said. 
"Parents of youths in high school sports will have to 
spend $50 per youth, per sport, for transportation to and 
from games. This will put a squeeze on parents with 
several children in school and could be a deterrent from 
youths participating in school sports." 

Shaughnessy said he will take his plans to the Town 
Council floor and seek amendments to Caba's proposed 
budget to push his proposal.

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Town Says Ask For 
Weight, Price Of Meat 


Agawam Teacher 
Nominated For NEA 


Agawam and West Springfield Weights and 
Measures Departments have discovered that there are 
at least one and maybe more companies operating in 
the area going door to door selling meat products 

The sales of these products and advertisements on 
fliers do not reflect the weight or the price per pound of 
products being offered. It would appear from our in¬ 
vestigation that the weights on the purchases delivered 
are correct. However, they are not stating the price per 
pound as required by Massachusetts General Laws. 
When the total weight and total price are computed, 
the price per pound may indicate that it might be more 
equitable for consumers to patronize their local food 
stores for their meat purchases where a consumer may 
compare price per pound. 

If you are approached by a door to door salesperson 
attempting to sell any product such as meat, poultry, 
or fish and their sales information does not explain the 
price per pound as well as total price and weight being 
offered, call your local town or city Weights and 
Measures Department. We will investigate promptly

Stop, Drop and Roll 
Clothing Fires Away 


Sharpen your pencils, gentle readers: it's time for a 
pop quiz. 

What do you do if your clothing catches on fire? 
(Check one.) 

( ) A. Run to the sink and throw cup after cup of 

water on myself. 

( ) B. Run to the bathroom and step into the shower. 

( ) C. Hope my will is properly written. 

Of course, the answer is (C). Because if you catch fire 
and run off to look for water, you'll never live to find it. 
For one thing, fire burns upward. So by standing 
upright, you're allowing the fire to spread all over your 
body, right up to your face. This happens quickly - with 
some fabrics, in seconds. Unless you're standing in the 
bathtub already, you can't possibly reach the water 
quickly enough. And by running, you'll fan the flames; 
all that air moving past you will just make the fire burn 
faster still! 

To deal with clothing fire, you want to minimize the 
air supply and reduce its spreading power at once - and 
then put it out. Three little words describe the techni¬ 
que: STOP, DROP and ROLL. Here's how it works. 

STOP. Stop where you are. Don't go anywhere. Drop 
what you're doing, and... 

DROP. Drop to the ground and lie flat. Immediately, 
this gives the fire no place to go and limits the amount 
of your body it can attack. It also puts you in position 
to... 

ROLL. Roll back and forth until the fire is out. 

That's it! After you do STOP, DROP and ROLL, soak 
the burn in cool water to stop further tissue damage, 
remove clothing from the burned area (if clothing is 
stuck to the burn, cut away the rest of the clothing 
without disturbing the burn); cover the burn with a 
clean sheet or sterile dressing and seek medical atten¬ 
tion. If someone else becomes seriously burned, follow 
these steps, have the victim lie down and keep warm, 
and call for aid at once. 

Now that you know about STOP, DROP and ROLL, 
don't keep it a secret. Teach your loved ones. A child 
of three can learn STOP,DROP and ROLL if it's taught 
as a game: have the child actually perform the techni¬ 
que often in frequent, short training sessions. Your 
goal: to be able to say to the child, "What do you do if 
your clothes catch fire?" any time, at any place, and 
have the child STOP, DROP and ROLL on the spot. 

So if your clothing catches fire, STOP, DROP and 
ROLL. That way if there's something in your will you 
don't like, you'll have plenty of time to do something 
about it!

While Neil Simon is one screenwriter who can cranx 
out a number of scripts in a short period of time, the 
quality of his output doesn't always measure up to the 
quantity. He tends to write dialogue which sounds as it 
it came from the mouths of nightclub comedians rather 
than ordinary people. In his newest creation. Max 
Dugan Returns. Simon does manage to make his 
characters sound real, but he fails to make them act 
real. 

Marsha Mason (Only When I Laugh) stars as Nora 
McPhee, a widowed schoolteacher who's barely able to 
eke out a lower middle-class existence with her 
15-year-old son (Matthew Broderick). To make things 
worse, most of the students in her English literature 
class are barely understanding the material. 

However, Nora's bleak routine is unexpectedly turn¬ 
ed around by the appearance of Max Dugan (Jason 
Robards), her long-lost father. For twenty-eight years, 
Max has been a drifter and, at one point in his travels, 
spent six years in the slammer. Well, Max is now 63 
and has only six months to live, so he wants to repair 
his relationship with Nora by giving her and his grand¬ 
son all the material comforts that they'd ever want 
(and then some), thanks to the $687,000 that Max 
embezzled from a Las Vegas casino.

1 lb. ground veal 

2 tbsp. flour 
2 tsp. salt 

2/3 tsp. pepper 
1 tsp. paprika 

1 medium-size onion, minced 

2 tbsp. parsley, minced 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
16 cup milk 

Combine and blend thoroughly the crumbs, meats, 
flour, seasonings and flavorings. Moisten with the 
beaten eggs and milk and again mix well to insure 
smoothness and lightness. Pack in a well-greased loaf 
pan, cover with buttered brown paper and bake in 350 
degree oven for 2 hours, removing the paper for the last 
15 minutes of baking. Serve with a brown or mushroom 
sauce. Serves 6 to 8 people.

In veteran adman Frank Orenstein's first novel. 
Murder On Madison Avenue, we are privy to the inner 
workings of the fast-paced, highly competitive world of 
advertising - competition so fierce that murder is on the 
agenda at Finch, Rowan & Hyde /( 

The unlikely victim is Rebecca Vandergelder, ' Miss 
V," the quintessential old maid, a caricature of Vic¬ 
torian virtue and mainstay of the research department 
Miss V has suspected that someone was going through 
the consumer interview records that she had so 
assiduously protected. But who would murder poor, 
sweet Miss V for two-year-old questionnaires on soup 
flavors, ownership of food processors, and opinions on 
foreign automobiles? 

When Art Janowowski, the departmental office 
manager who considered himself the bastion of maturi 
ty and responsibility in a playpen full of quirky, in¬ 
competent kids, is arrested for murder, the case ap¬ 
pears to be solved.

Horticulture Notes 

It certainly has been a mild winter. As a result there 
are no particular problems that we anticipate as we 
head into a new growing season. 

As many of you are aware the State Pesticide Board 
has recently placed chlordane on the restricted list. At¬ 
tached is information we received from the Board 
regarding this restriction. As more information 
becomes available we will certainly keep you informed. 

Every year we are asked 
the question, "How much 


fertilizer and lime should I put on my vegetable 
garden? There is no way of telling what nutrients are 
deficient or out of balance without a soil test, i he 
amount of available nutrients are determined by 
laboratory analysis. The results are fed into a com¬ 
puter, along with the kinds of crops to be grown. The 
recommendation if followed will help produce a good 
growth of vegetables for the home garden. To have soil 
tested send $5.00 per sample to our office and ask for a 
soil mailing envelope. We do not test soil in this office, 
it must be sent by you to the Soils Lab at the Waltham 
Experiment Station in the pre-paid mailing envelope.

"I see the moon and the moon sees me" goerthe old 
rhyme. But when do you look for the moon? Sometimes 
it shows up in the daytime as a "paper moon" and 
sometimes it seems to vanish for nights on end. ! o 
know when to find it, it helps to know why we see the 

moon. , , . 

The moon does not shine, for it has no light of its 
own. It does, however, reflect the sun's light very well. 
Exactly half of the moon shimmers in the glare of the 
sun; half is lost in deep shadow. 

On Tuesday, the 28th, we faced the whole sunshiny 
side of the moon. From Earth, it looks "full." It rises at 
dusk and sets near dawn. Every night we'll see less of 
the sunny side and it will rise a bit later. When only half 
the sunlit side shows, it is called "last quarter," and 
rises at about midnight.. By May 13 we will see - or 
rather NOT see - a "new moon." The dark face of the 
moon faces earth during the daytime, so the new moon 
is "invisible." 

Now there is a little bit more sunlit moon showing 
each night. First a tiny crescent shows briefly at dusk. 
Next, the "first quarter" lasts until midnight, and final¬ 
ly the 28 day lunar cycle is completed by the full moon 
on April 27. 

We can go for weeks without noticing the moon, but 
imagine the impact its light had on man before elec¬ 
tricity - before gas and candlelight - before fire. And 
the moon's effect goes far deeper than a once impor¬ 
tant source of light. 

Many physiological cycles run on the lunar month: 
the female cycle is only the most apparent. Many sea 
animals have lives timed entirely by the lunar month; 
days, seasons and years have no effect on them. We 
were spawned in the sea; could our lunar cycles stem 
from that far-distant link? 

Both the moon's and the sun's gravities pull at the 
earth. The moon, being closer, tugs harder. Everything 
on earth leans toward this extraterrestrial pull. The 
water in the oceans and seas rise in response. These 
tides echo a bulge in lakes and in the atmosphere. Even 
the surface of the earth heaves measurably toward the 
passing moon. Human bodies must also have tides. 

There are roughly two high and two low tides a day. 
At the full moon, as at the new, the sun and moon are 
pulling at the earth together, and the tides are exag¬ 
gerated. There is a super high, the "spring tide" and an 
equally extreme low. 

With no known cause there are far more human bir¬ 
ths at full moons. Admission to hospital emergency 
rooms peak. School teachers take more aspirin, prison 
wardens expect more violence, and police dispatchers 
report incessant activity at full moons. Committments 
to mental institutions follow the same cycle - the in¬ 
sane have long been known as "lunatics."

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Rabbits, Chicks Not 
Good Easter Gifts 

The Connecticut Veterinary Medical Association ad¬ 
vises that rabbits, chicks, and ducks do not make good 
Easter gifts for children. These animals cannot be 
housebroken and may ause serious housekeeping and 
health problems. 

Many states and municipalities, in fact, have passed 
laws prohibiting the distribution and sale of rabbits, 
chicks, and ducks as pets because of the public health 
problems associated with them. 

Salmonellosis, a severe gastro-intestinal infection, is 
one disease that children, adults, and other family pets 
may be exposed to when in contact with rabbits, 
chicks, and ducks. The disease is rarely fatal, but often 
requires medical treatment, including hospitalization. 

Besides the health implications, a child's excitement 
and enthusiasm over the gift often results in broken 
legs and crushed wings. Consequently, many animals 
must be destroyed or given to animal shelters, and the 
child's experience may be traumatic. 

The Connecticut Veterinary Medical Association 
urges parents to leave rabbits, chicks, and ducks on the 
farm and give their children stuffed toys instead. Easter 
and the coming of spring should be a time of joy and 
rebirth, not a period of physical illness, psychological 
trauma, and the needless deaths of young animals.

A Brief History Of 
Memorial Day 


The ceremony of decorating graves of soldiers of 
the late Civil War in the United States, is made possi¬ 
ble through the organization of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, whose posts in every state of the Union keep 
records of soldiers graves for that purpose. 

Also called Memorial Day - Decoration Day became 
an official holiday in 1868. 

From a small tract purchased in 1864, the Public 
Land has grown at Gettysburg into a 2,800 acre, well 
tended National Military Park. In 1878 Grand Armv of 
the Republic became interested in the work and in 
1880 obtained control of it. In 1895 the War Depart¬ 
ment assumed control of the Gettysburg National Park. 
In 1933 the National Park Service, a Department of the 
Interior took control of the Park and the National 
Cemetery, the burial place of 4,650 American soldiers. 

New England's first recorded “Decoration Day" 
began in 1866 at East Concord, Vermont, 2 years 
before it became an official holiday. Two brothers, Ira 
and John Grant, mustered out of the Union Army, with 
a friend, Horatio Nichols, formed the Grant-Nichols 
Fife and Drum Corps, and led the town citizenry to the 
local cemetery to pay tribute to the war dead. The 
parade became an annual tradition and Grant and 
Nichols descendants are still members of the present 
12 man corps. The town in 1979 had a population of 
187. The celebration starts at 9 a.m. with a service in 
the village church.

Employment ProgramTaking Applications 

Students between the ages of 14 and 2 I may qualify 
for participation in the program if thev meet certain 
criteria for eligibility. If a student's family is on welfare 
or if a student is a state ward, he/she might qualify. 

The basis for eligibility is parents' income. If a parent 
has been unemployed for a long period of time, his/her 
child might qualify for the summer program. 

The work program begins in July and lasts for eight 
(8) weeks. Enrollees are paid the minimum wage, the 
14- and 15-year-old enrollees work only fifteen hours 
per week, whereas the 16-21 -year-old enrollees work 25 
hours per week. 

After the application has been filled out completely 
and accurately, it should be returned to the location 
from which it was given. A few weeks later, those 
students' applications that appear to be eligible will be 
given appointments at their school in order to verify in¬ 
formation supplied in the application. 

Because the slot allocation is not large, it is impor¬ 
tant that applications are returned as soon as possible 
so that chances for a job are increased.

New Planner 
Deserves Chance 
By Town Council 


Several formulas have been proposed from different 
interest groups such as Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, the League of Women Voters, the Mass. 
Teacher's Association, and the Kennedy School of 
Government. Each has some interesting ideas and 
hopefully Dukakis will propose a formula with ideas 
taken from all these groups and indeed recommend a 
formula which is truly fair and equitable. Obviously, I 
and my colleagues are going to endorse a plan most 
beneficial to our individual districts, and considering 
the diversity of those districts lively discussion is cer¬ 
tainly going to ensue. 

Finally, Governor Dukakis is considering local aid 
entitlement, legislation which would entitle the cities 
and towns to a predictable share of the Com¬ 
monwealth's revenue growth. This percentage of 
revenue growth (most likely 40%) along with a perma¬ 
nent distribution formula, and accurate revenue 
estimates, will enable cities and towns to predict the 
amount of local aid they will receive in time to better 
set their own budgets in a more reasonable manner.

When Deborah Dachos begins her new 
position as head of the Community Develop* 
ment Department on April 11th, we are 
wondering if her stewardship in Town Hall 
will be a short one. 

Funding for the Community Development 
Department expires on the last day of June 
when the current fiscal year ends. 

Last year during budget deliberations. 
Town Council approved $35,000 for the CD 
Department, as it did the year before. 

The mojor difference, of course, was that 
the appropriation two years ago was 
evaporated in inter-departmental transfers 
when it became apparent that the CD Depart¬ 
ment would never get off the ground due to a 
lack of Town Council support. 

This year, however, the council approved 
both funding of the department (last spring) 
and the necessary creation of the department 
(in January); therefore, the funds will be utiliz¬ 
ed for what they were budgeted. 


More Local Aid Expected 

With the advent of Proposition 2)6, local aid has 
taken on a greater role in helping the Commonwealth's 
municipalities survive. With the passage of 2)6 by a 
59% majority of the voters of Massachusetts in 1980, 
record amounts of local aid have been sent back to the 
cities and towns to help make up for their loss of local 
revenue. Under former Governor King, the state sent 
back large amounts of local aid over the past two 
years. Governor Dukakis has continued the commit¬ 
ment of appropriating a large amount of local aid in 
his budget recommendation for this, the third and 
toughest year of Proposition 2)6. 

As was pointed out previously, Governor Dukakis 
has recommended $2.2 billion in local aid, an increase 
of 9.7% over Fiscal Year 1983, of which $151.2 million 
is proposed as new, direct, local aid. This $151 million 
represents 40% of the estimated revenues from our 
growth taxes (income, sales, corporate). 

Perhaps the most important item which will attract a 
lot of attention is what in fact the new formula will be 
to distribute -this local aid. Dukakis has stated 
repeatedly that the new distribution formula will be as 
fair and equitable as possible. At the same time he has 
repeatedly emphasized the $92 million in revenue loss 
due to 2/2 incurred by eleven cities and towns 
throughout the state. He has said that these com¬ 
munities must be helped, and most of us agree, as long 
as it is not done at the expense of our own com¬ 
munities who are also finding it tough to cope with 
2 ft's constraints.

However, a major problem currently exists. 
There is a growing feeling among councilors 
that Town Manager Edward A. Caba will be 
hard-pressed to fund again the CD Depart¬ 
ment for next year. Naturally, the CD Depart¬ 
ment would be no more, which seems to be 
the intent of this possible action. 

Unfortunately, the mood remains ugly over 
the manner in which the CD Department was 
passed, and the fallout of this has kept a gray 
cloud over this position and the possible good 
it can do for the town. 

Because the department passed by a nar¬ 
row majority rather than a two-third (10 coun¬ 
cil members), there is still dissention over the 
CD Department on the council. For better or 
for worse, this mood is present among more 
than a small group of council members.

We say this not to reflect badly on the pre¬ 
sent council or its president, Donald M. 
Rheault. On many occasions we have sup¬ 
ported Mr. Rheault's positions and have 
found him to be an able and well-schooled 
elected official. 

We hope members of the council will give 
the new CD Department, at the very least, an 
opportunity to serve the town. Actually, fun¬ 
ding the CD Department in fiscal 1983-84 
won't cost the town any more next year as 
most of its $35,000 operating budget won't 
be used in fiscal 1982-83 because the new 
director takes office late in the fiscal year. 

The remainder of the funds, as we under¬ 
stand it, will go back into the general fund. 
Last year CD funds were justifiably tagged as 
"slush" because of the manner in which the 
appropriation was divided among Town Hall 
departments, and this angered us as well as 
several council members.

Agawam students in grades kindergarten through 
eight are invited to submit creative pieces of writing or 
sketching to a new literary magazine being published 
for children and by children in this area. 

Published privately by Fred Frey of Wilbraham, this 
as-yet-unnamed magazine is being administered solely 
by volunteers and distributed free of charge to students 
within the area's nine schools currently participating. 

The first issue of this new venture came out earlier 
this month ahd contained several poems written by 
elementary students from Agawam. Included in these 
entries are creative efforts from Tammy Moran, Steven 
Lambouses, Jennifer Daubney, and Michelle 
Ciborowski of James Clark School; Michelle

Noted Cartoonist 
Entertains Students At 
Robinson Park School

A presentation by noted Springfield newspaper car¬ 
toonist and illustrator James Trelease introduced fifth 
graders at Robinson Park School to this relatively un¬ 
common career in an entertaining and informative 
manner on Tuesday, March 29th.

He indicated to the 
children that one must begin with a topic and 
something to say about that topic He recommended 
quickly sketching all ideas as they come to mind and 
leaving more intricate details to be filled in on the final 
choice.

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The children particularly enjoyed Trelease's sugges¬ 
tion to follow a K.I.S.S. formula; that is, Keep It Simple 
Stupid. After the chuckling subsided, he explained the 
philosophy of keeping out of the final product all ex¬ 
traneous matter which might confuse readers. 

Trelease went on to discuss illustrating feature ar¬ 
ticles and emphasized the purpose of such drawings as 
to attact the attention of readers who will then go on to 
read the article or story which accompanies these sket¬ 
ches. 

The final portion of Trelease's program focused on 
the necessity for stimulating the imaginations of all 
Americans who have tended to grow lax in this area. 
He pointed out that one of the best ways to accomplish 
such stimulation is through reading and then listened 
to students name recent books they had read. 

In making appropriate comments on books read and 
offering suggestions of other possibilities, Trelease ob¬ 
viously stirred the interest in reading, which, of course, 
is what has become a second profession with this man, 
who has written two books about the importance of 
reading to children. 

To round off a program both children and adults pre¬ 
sent thoroughly enjoyed, Trelease allowed each child 
to select one of three illustrations as a souvenir which 
he then autographed. All in attendance at the program 
definitely agree that James Trelease can stir 
youngsters' imagination all by himself.

Children's Science Courses Offered By Museum 


The Springfield Science Museum offers children an 
exciting array of spring science courses to be held on 
Saturday mornings. 

In ''Secrets of Spring,'' for children ages 4 to 6, the 
season of spring is discovered through activities in¬ 
cluding crafts, storytelling, and games. The 4-week 
course begins April 16th. Also for this age group is the 
course "Exploring with your Senses" in which children 
will learn how their senses help them and how animals 
rely on their senses to survive.The 4-week course begins 
May 21. 

For the 7 to 9 year old, two courses are available 
which will give children an opportunity to learn about 
uncommon creatures.

Wide Horizons - 
After Four Years 

Four years ago, WIDE HORIZONS was born in 
Agawam elementary schools. Agawam teachers and 
students were given the rare opportunity to stretch 
their learning horizons by building partnerships with 
museums right' in their backyard - the Springfield 
Science Museum, the Quadrangle Art Museums and 
Storrowton Village Museum. Now, after four years, 
these local cultural resources are such a vital part of 
what's happening everyday in Agawam elementary 
classrooms that it's hard to remember a time when 
cultural experiences in Agawam schools were a rarity. 

Yet, back in 1978, superintendent Dr. Ernest Can- 
nava realized that his teachers and students did .not 
even know of the variety of cultural resources in their 
midst, much less know how to use them effectively. 
Robinson Park principal Barbara Skolnick persuaded 
Dr. Cannava to contact the Cultural Education Col¬ 
laborative, a private education agency helping schools 
work with museums, for assistance. 

Springfield CEC director Virginia S. Allison worked 
with a planning team from the Agawam schools - in¬ 
cluding then assistant superintendent James Bruno, 
Mrs. Skolnick, Danahy principal Barbara Kimball, and 
art teachers Marjorie Carter and Marjorie Sherman - to 
develop a long-term project linking the elementary 
schools with local art, science and history museums. 
This project, christened WIDE HORIZONS, was laun¬ 
ched in 1979 with funding from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. 

Looking back after four years, it's easy to measure 
the vast impact WIDE HORIZONS has had on the 
Agawam schools just by looking at the statistics: 

- Twenty-four teachers worked through two sum¬ 
mers, immersing themselves in the exhibits, materials 
and programs of their partner museums. 

- These teachers created twenty-one cultural kits, 
curriculum packets using the museums' resources to 
teach basic subjects, such as "Your Blood and Guts/' 
"America on the Move," "Music Meets the Museum," 
and "Dinosaurs." 

- These cultural kits have been used over 300 times 
by more than 2,000 students. 

- WIDE HORIZONS has funded over 100 field trips 
to the Science Museum, Storrowton Village Museum, 
the Quadrangle Art Museums, Laughing Brook Nature 
Center and other local museums. 

- Over eighty cultural experiences have taken place 
in the classrooms, including performances by en¬ 
vironmental singer Billy B and balladeer Arthur 
Schrader, writing workshops, mural painting, historical 
walks through schoolyards, etc. 

- Over $200,000 has flowed into the Agawam 
schools for WIDE HORIZONS, with funds coming from 
the Massachusetts Department of Education as well as 
from local clubs and service organizations. 

However, the true impact of WIDE HORIZONS can¬ 
not be assembled solely by numbers. WIDE 
HORIZONS has truly broadened the learning horizons 
in the Agawam schools by sparking a new spirit of ex¬ 
citement in teaching and learning, as reflected in the 
following anecdote: After hearing of her daughter's 
use of the "Joseph Whiting Stock" kit (which teaches 
both about art and the realities of being handicapped), 
a parent wrote.to the teacher, "as Holly tells me each 
day of her experiences, I can't help but feel pride as I 
see compassion and understanding develop in a six 
year old. This has been one of the most educational 
weeks she will encounter in all the years of schooling 
ahead, and one that will make a lasting impression." 

WIDE HORIZONS has been acclaimed statewide for 
its success in making local cultural resources an impor¬ 
tant part of everyday learning - so important that 
students who use WIDE HORIZONS cultural kits 
master the basic subjects better than students who do 
not use cultural resources. But the real success of 
WIDE HORIZONS has been in Agawam, as superinten¬ 
dent James Bruno attests - "I see evidence even/ day 
that WIDE HORIZONS has had a positive and lasting 
impact on Agawom students, teachers and the com¬ 
munity." As WIDE HORIZONS ends this June as a pro¬ 
ject of the Massachusetts Department of Education, 
and comes under the direction of the Agawam schools, 
Agawam elementary teachers and students hope that 
this impact will grow.

Should The Child Participate 
In The Funeral Customs? 

For children, as well as adults, the ceremony sur¬ 
rounding death is of enormous significance. 

A Catholic priest points out how the church's funeral 
rite speaks of the real nature of Christian death which 
is especially important to the youngster. A child might 
actually participate in the Scripture reading or present 
the gifts at the offertory of the funeral Mass. 

Clergymen of other denominations also sometimes 
invite a child to read during the service. A Protestant 
minister notes when the child is allowed to view the 
body and participate in the funeral services he is aided 
in avoiding unrealistic fantasies about death 


The Jewish faith suggests rites that play a vital role 
n the healing work of grief. The bereaved are made to 


realize that the one who has loved is gone and that the 
void must be filled gradually in a constructive way. 

If your child is going to the visitation or funeral ser¬ 
vice in the funeral home or church, explain in advance 
some of the details. Indicate what to expect when view¬ 
ing the body. It is sometimes well for the child's first 
visitation to be with only a few persons especially 
close. This permits the child to react more freely and to 
verbalize his feelings and concerns.

This is an area often overlooked. Most young 
singles, not having owned a home, may have filed the 
short form, and did not concern themselves with tax 
planning. If your wedding plans are realized during 
1983, you could be in for an unpleasant surprise in 
April, 1984. You and your new spouse may owe taxes, 
instead of getting the usual refund. If each of you is 
workino and claiming (1) exemption, then this could 
cause you a problem. If each person's 1982 taxable in¬ 
come were $15,000, then the tax for each would be

Of The Wedding

Time may change some things but others remain the 
same. Marriage, the union of rnan and woman, has 
been the social event of greatest importance 
throughout history.

THE ENGAGEMENT RING: While sealing the 
engagement with a ring dates back to antiquity, other 
customs were popular through the years.

bracelet woven of human hair. The acceptance of it TRADITIONAL BRIDAL GOWNS such 
symbolized linking herself to him for life. The circle of 
ring has always been a symbol of eternity and endless 
love. 

THE BRIDAL VEIL: In ancient times it was a symbol 
of a wife's submission to her husband. European tribes 
often wore their hair down, as a veil for the wedding 
and either cut it or wore it bound around the head from 
that day on. In some eastern countries, the veil was us¬ 
ed to keep the bride hidden from her husband until the 
ceremony when he unveiled her to his delight or disap¬ 
pointment. 

THE GARTER AND BOUQUET: In the days of yore 
when fulsome drinking was the rule at weddings, the 
old custom of scrambling for the bride's garter left 
many a maiden disheveled, if not downright injured in 
the scuffle! Pity the poor brides who had to follow that 
ordeal with the "stocking throwing" which immediate¬ 
ly followed the garter toss. Since stockings were not the 
easiest things to remove gracefully in public and throw 
at the guests for luck, some inspired bride thought of 
throwing her bouquet instead. This tradition caught 
on, surely fostered by the women. 

THE WEDDING FEAST: The word "bridal" comes 
from "bride-ale." Back in the middle ages, the bride 
and her family sold ale made especially for the occa¬ 
sion, a practice that not only helped defray the cost of 
the 'wedding feast, but also added to the gaiety. This 
might be a good policy to reinstate in these infla¬ 
tionary times! 

THE BACHELOR DINNER: It is said that this custom 
originated in Sparta, where the bridegroom customarily 
entertained his friends at supper on the eve of his wed¬ 
ding. The event was known as the "men's mess" for 
reasons which have not been handed down to us.

Now that the most important day of your life has 
been chosen and most arrangements have been made, 
it is time to visit your florist. 

The best time to visit him is between three to four 
months prior to your wedding date. This is very impor¬ 
tant as your florist knows how important a day this is 
for you, and he wants to set the time aside to assure 
you of receiving the best of quality and design to 
enhance your wedding. 

When you have decided on a’florist, it is advisable to 
call ahead of time and set up a definite date and time 
in which to sit down and go over your wedding needs. 
This is the general policy of most florists as it takes 
about an hour to go through one's wedding needs. 

Upon visiting your florist, you should bring in swat¬ 
ches of the material your attendants will be wearing. If 
you do this, your florist can coordinate a color scheme 
and design especially for you. You will soon find out 
how important these preparations are as the flowers 
and designs will enhance your wedding party and add 
beauty and elegance to your ceremony and the recep¬ 
tion. 

The flowers that you choose for that day will be your 
own bridal bouquet, which is traditionally done in 
white, even though today many brides, are adding a 
slight touch of color into their bouquets; your atten¬ 
dants' bouquets, which usually have the bridesmaids 
all matching with the maid of honor's complementing 
theirs in a different shade. 

You will also be ordering all the boutounieres for the 
gentlemen in the wedding party, as well as the cor¬ 
sages for the mothers and grandmothers. It is ad¬ 
visable for you to know the color of their dresses or 
gowns as your florist will want to do their corsages in 
colors to complement their apparel. 

Flowers for the ceremony are generally done in white 
or very light shades as most churches or synagogues 
have very subdued lighting and the lighter colors stand 
out better. 


The best man at the wedding is the busiest. 
Although the groom is the male star of the day, it's a 
fun time for him. But the best man pursues a round of 
duties that keep him attending to tasks from the very 
beginning of the festivities to the finale.

A man invaded the territory of another 
tribe and kidnapped a woman who looked like she 
might be a good slave and a hard worker. Getting away 
with her was a tribute to his bravery, and she became 
a subservient trophy to him from then on. 

Some of the traditions in our modern weddings stem 
from those origins. For instance, the captor always 
brought along several husky cohorts to aid in the 
seizure, and unmarried women surrounded themselves 
with friends at all times. As wedding ceremonies 
became more civilized, these helpers came to be Best 
Man, Ushers, and Bridesmaids. 

Even the custom of tying old shoes to the getaway 
car dates back to those times when the bride's tribe 
angrily threw their boots after the departing couple. 

The most common and longest lasting from of mar¬ 
riage throughout history has been MARRIAGE BY 
PURCHASE. Women were bargained for, sold, or trad¬ 
ed with about the same legal rights and status as the 
family cow. The bride had no voice in the choice, and 
the liberty of divorce was confined to the men. Chastity 
was always a big bargaining point between families. 
Even today in some Eastern countries, a working man 
pays $70 $ 100 for a virgin and only $30 for a widow or 
divorcee Life was shorter in those circumstances so 
the brides were much younger than they are nowadays. 
A certain Lady Mary Villiers of England was a widow 
at the tender age of nine. 

The newest evolutionary stage of conjugal history is 
MARRIAGE FOR LOVE. It was not until the 18th cen¬ 
tury Enlightenment period that the concept of romantic 
marriage became fashionable. Love and passion had 
been around for a long time, but people just didn't 
associate it with wedlock. Historians tell us that when 
women's status became elevated by philosophers, 
poets, and other freethinkers, mutual affection finally 
became an acceptable substitute for sheer enslave¬ 
ment, and marriage by choice finally got a firm 
foothold in history. 

Modern couples often choose to avoid future com¬ 
plications with an idea old to royalty, but new to the 
rest of us: MARRIAGE BY CONTRACT. This is most 
often the case when rich older men marry young 
women. The contract between Jacqueline Kennedy and 
Aristotle Onassis covered 170 different points! Many

A Word About The Honeymoon 


THE HONEYMOON: Traditionally, this has been 
a period of seclusion for the bride and groom. It is a 
relic of those remote times when marriage was by cap¬ 
ture and it was necessary for the couple to remain in 
hiding until the search for her was given up. The word 
itself comes from the custom among Northern Euro¬ 
peans for the newly married couple to drink mead (a 
wine made with honey) for one month after the wed¬ 


ding. There is the story that Attila the Hun, once the 
scourge of Europe, drank so much mead at his wedding 
that he died from overindulgence. This period of seclu¬ 
sion was often a necessity in those days of arranged 
marriages. 

Naturally, elopements were common and it 
was necessary for the bride and groom to remain in 
hiding for a time while parental wrath cooled down.
